Paris, January 27, 1859. 
Mr. Editor of the Post: 

The excitement of the public mind with re- 
gari to the probability of war still continues, 
and althongh the balance of opinion is in favor 
of peace, the injurious effect of the alarms of 
‘the last three weeks has been made painfully | 
apparent by the failure of several large | 
commercial houses of this city. The papers | 
are forbidden to mention the fact of these | 
failures, but the commercial and speculative | 
public is quite aware of their ocourrence, and 
should the present state of uncertainty con- 
tinue even a week or two longer, these failares 
will be followed by others to an overwhelming 
extent. So tutimately are the interests of the 
various members of the Kurepean family sow 
umited, that a pertarbation in one part of the 
Contiment necessarily tells upon all, and 
thus the depreciation of the public securities 
throughout this quarter of the globe to the 
enormous amount of $390,000,000 has fol- 
lowed the ill-judged utterance on the first 
day of tiris new year of the Bmperor of the 
French. Gusiness is stagnant througtout the 
greater part of the manufacturing districts ; 
happily the young crops give hopes of a good 
harvest for next summer. The absence of the 
Knglish visitors, whose presence is so impor- 
tant to Paris, has induced the government to 
relax ite requisitions with regard te passports. 
The costly foreign office visa is dispensed with, 
and various minor mitigations of the nuisance 
have |een introduced. Preparations are mak- 
ing for the reception of Prince Napoleon and 
the young princess, whom political reasons are 
about to unite with aman old eneugh to be her 
grandfather, and whose private life (unless it 
be woefally slandered,) has been as utterly | 
dissolute as a life cen well be. It is currently 
reporved that the poor girl is a most reluctant 
party to the transaction which thus disposes of 
her destiny. 

Frequent allusien has been made in these 
letters to the attempts which have been made 
to bring down the present exorbitant price of 
meat, a subject of great and growing im- 
portance in the internal economy of Franee. 
A fresh attempt has just been made, and pro- 
mises to be successful, Two wealthy members 
of the Senate, indignant at the rapacity of the | 
butchers of Orleans, have recently founded in 
that city an esteblishmeut in which their own 
cattle are sold im retail toconsumers. Finding 
that they can thus supply the public with meat 
ata price, whict. after deducting a fair profit for 
themselves as geaciers, is much below that 
charged by the butchers, they have ust 
opened a similar establishment, consisting of 
two large baeaars, in the new Boulevard de 
Sebastopol, im this city; in one of these pork 
and saussges from their own farms wil! be 
soli; in the other, beef, mutton, and veal 
from the same estates. These will be sold at 
prices considerably belew those of the ordinary 
shops.

Mataxaas Deo. 30, 1858. 
Mr. Editor »- 

We lef Havana for this place by railroad in 
the early morning. The rain was falling quite 
fant, causing us to anticipate rather a dreary 
ride, but we were happily disappointed, for be- 
fore eight o'clock the sun shone gloriously, 
gladdening us with bis brilliamey, The days 
are so much longer here—the sun is up by 
six, and it is quite light at seven in the even- 
ing The short days at home | have almost 
forgotten.

| lighting them, every stone wall and little 


bush is covered with a flowering vine. The 
morning glory, or ‘‘ glories,"' as they call them

‘ colors, many measuring five inches across, and

Among the most vivid of my early recolles- | 


tions is the reception of La Payette In Baltt- 
more. The Committee of Arrangements of the 
City Council had provided apartments for him 
at the Fountain Ina, opposite the Methediet 
Meeting House, in Light Street. They wore 
furnished with costly furniture, made 


the oity by the officers of the corporation and 
other distinguished and eminent personages, 
and entered the city by West Baltimore Street, 
in an open barouche, drawn by six white 
horses, elegantly vaparisoned, each with a ne- 
gro groom, clad in Turkish costume, at his 
bridle. Mix immediate personal escort, as the 
Governor of Maryland, the Mayor of Baltimore 
and other high dignitaries and gentlemen of 
eminence, were also in open barouches, The 
procession extende! the entire length of Balti.

ANTI-BALLING HORSESHOE, 
| The Maine Farmer contain a description of 
a horseshoe, designed to prevent the snow 
from gatherit g in balls on the feet of the horse, 


impeding his progress, and endangering the | 


safety of both horse and driver. It was in- 
vented by Mr. K. Jones, of Minot, and has been 
found a sare corrective of this trouble, during 
wet and maddy travelling in fall and spring. 
The shoe it constructed on philosophical prin- 
ciples, to prevent the gathering of a mass of | 
damp snow within its sides. A comparison | 
with the common shoe will at once show the | 
differenes. The common shoe is made in the | 
form of an oval hoop, or a part of an oval 
hoop, the widest part being about midway 
from the heel to the toe. This shape com- 
pletely hoops in and retains the ball of snow. 
The improved shoe has its 
widest space at the heel, and 
. grows smaller as it approaches 
the toe, until the opening 
ends ina point. The mass of 
snow is not hooped in, as in 
the other case, but, from its 
very form, has a tendency to slip out at the | 
heel, and the foot is thas kept free from ball- 
ing. 

The inventor states that it has been his prac- 
tice for about twenty years to use, in winter, 
shoes that are fricngular on the inside; and be 
is never troubled by snow. balls collecting on 
the horse's feet, even while riding in a freezing 
mixture of snow and mud. The inner lines of 
the shoe are straight from heel to toe, forming 
two sides of an isosceles triangle, and as the | 
shoe is epen behind, no balls can possibly col- 
lect wuder any ciroumstanoes.

had been resorted to,) while pow I have plenty 
of growth and abundance of fruit. I think 
grafted trees will continue longer in bearing 
than if buds had been inserted in branches. | 
| may mention another fact not a little imterest- 
ing. Last spring a Barbarossa Vine produced 
bunches somewhat irregularly, leaving a longer 
space without fruit than | liked to see. I took 
a shoot from its neighbor, a Hamburgh, with a 
bunch just coming into flower, inarched it, and 
put a small bottle of water to the end of it. 
This was done merely as an experiment, but to 
my astonishment every flower became a berry. 
The bunch progressed and was to every one 
here a curiosity ; it colored well and became a 
compact little bunch in September.— London

family, and could not be induced to wash with- 
out it under any circumstances, as it saves 
both time and labor. The fluid is prepared in 
the following manner: Take one pound sal- | 
soda; half a pound unslacked lime; put in’) 
one gallon rain water, let it boil twenty minutes, 
skim off the scum that rises, then set it away 
to cool and settle. Pour off all that is clear, 
and bottle. Whenever you wish to wash, 
gather your clothes the evening before, soak 
them over night, adding a very little weak lye | 
to the water in which they are soaked. In the 
morning wring them all out, rub soap on the 
wristbands and collars of the shirts, and all 
other articles that require it, sheets and pillow- 
slips excepted. Put as much water in your 
boiler as usual, and again add a small quantity 
of lye, (lye saves soap,) then put one table- 
spoonful of this fluid into the water, and put 
im the clothes. Let them boil half an hour, 
then take out and wash them thoroughly | 
throngh one suds. If there are more clothes | 
than can be pat in one boiler, dip ont | 
some of the suds and add cold water enough 
to make it luke warm, adding half a spoonful 
of the fluid. After the clothes are all washed, |
